“How can you. pull 
yourself up -by your 
bootstraps if you're not 
wearing shoes?” asked 
Don Ferrell, president of 
Escort Transport, Inc., 
2090 Fairwood Ave. 

Ferrell answered his own 
question by involving his 
two-year old minority- 
owned transportation 
company in. the Urban 
League’s Hire || program. 

Hire tl is a CETA funded 
project which contracts 
wifh private businesses to 
hire and train. jobless 
veterans. : 

Ferrell intends to. make 
sure that the veterans 
working for his firm will be 
able to pull themselves up 
by their bootstraps and 
become permanent mem- 
bers of the labor force. 

The way thafWill happen 
is that Escort will make 
every effort to absorb the 
trainees on their perma- 
nent payroll when the 
training period ends: 

Escort Transport pro- 
vides transportation for 
social services, especially 
for day care centers and 
senior citizens. The fast 
growing company also 
offers charter services and 
snow removal, using a fleet 
of mini-buses and up-to- 
date snow removal 
equipment. 

Currently, the company 
is training six route drivers 
and one clerical worker 
with the Hire Il program. 

Horace Walker, .a Marine 
Corps. veterans, started at 
Escort in December. He 
had been out of work for 
three months before he 
heard about the Hire Hl 
program. 

“L_was initially attracted 
to the program because ‘if 
offered training. The job 
situation is critical for 
unskilled black males,” he 
said, adding that anyone 
without sufficient creden- 
tials is destined for a long 
sting in the unemployment 
lines. 

Discharged from the 
Marine Corps in 1969 after 
serving in Vietnam, Walker 
earned an associate degree 
in social services from 
Columbus Technical 
Institute. 

Unable to find work in 
that area, he tried a variety 
of occupations including 
employment at Ricken- 
backer Air Force Base and 
the Franklin County She- 
riff's office. 

“It's been a long road; 
I've never been on any kind 
of assistance. You. name it 
and I've done it -- painting, 
carpentry, mechahics,” 
Walker said. 

“Il went to the Hire IL 
program out of desperation 
-- the rent, the bills, food, 
etc. I'm working for $3.50 
an hour, but you either 
have to get out there and 
hustle or you starve,” he 
concluded. 

Sandy Briggs, secretary 
for the company, has been, 
in military service off and 
on since 1971. While in the 
service she went to school 
for clerical. work, key 
punch and cooking. 

Discharged from the 
Army last November, Ms. 
Briggs found the Hire 
Program to be a life-saver 
since she had—been- 
unsuccessful in finding 
work.

BUSINESS IN THE BLACK

Ayatollah Rubollah Khomeini, 
religious leader of Moslem Iranis 
not a killjoy to everyone. In fact, in 
‘running the rascals outof Tehran, 
he has. provided a bonus for 
‘blacks. Blacks in Africa if not 
America should be rejoicing at 

’ the rewards of the triumph of his 
Islamic takeover of Iran. 
. South Africa and its apartheid 
regime is running into economic 
erosion because of the big bucks 
being banged out for a new 
supply of oil. The racist regime is 
acquiring petroleum in the open 
market on a short-term basis and 
at sharply higher costs. 

A condition which this country 
had refused to force by banning 
petroleum sales in the past. The 
white racist regime of South 
Africa receives more than 33% of 
its petroleum import purchases 
normally ‘from this northern 
nation under the Shah. South 
Africa is secretive about its 
energy supplies, but it is believed 
that oil supplies at least one-fifth 

\ of its energy needs. > 

Since South Africa is reputed to 
have a large reserve supply of 18 
months of oil on hand, it may not 


be too surprising to see press 
reports of some of it going up in 
smoke in the near future. 

Negative reports are not the 
only news which will be getting 
good press. Ngeria,which in 1974 
was producing 2.2 million barrels 
of petroleum a day is back in the 
saddle again. Ngeria had under- 
taken a bigger than life $45 bil- 
lion, five year economic 
modernization plan in the past. 

Peculiarly, profits by big oil 

companies were put into the high 
risk similiar type low-sulfur oil 
North Sea fields. Discoveries 
there caused decline in the price 
of Nigeria's own “sweet” oil 
product. 
__ This.forced Nigeria to.cut its oil 
prices and cut back production. 
But as faith would have it the cut 
off of oil from Iran has allowed 
Nigeria to raise production over 
1974 figures to 2.3 million barrels 
a day. 

Doing good by way of African 
Blacks, might mean a raise in cost 
to Black Americans in operating 
their cars. But the cost of 26 mil- 
lion Black Americans will be far 
out weighted by the benefit to the 
80 million blacks of the largest 
black nation on the face of the 
earth.

He points out, however, thatin 1967 the 
voter participation rate in Black wards 
was an unprecedented 80%. Stokes won 
because of.his big voter turnout. 

From this high point, Mr. Willis points 
out, that the Black vote has gradually 
deciined. He says that in 1978, only 48% 
of the Black voters cast ballots, the lowest 
since 1965. 

Percentage wise, the Black population 
of Cleveland continues to rise, yet, at the 
same time, the Black vote continues to 
decline.

Despite the fact that 
Blacks vote 80% Democratic, the Demo- 
cratic party has not either appointed or 
elected a Negro to any new position in 
years. 

The Negro. must stop this retrogres- 
sion. Political power is determined only 
by the votes cast on election day. Civil 
rights are won more at the ballot box than 
in the courts. This seems a hard lesson for 
us to learn.

National Science Foundation, be expanded. 

The National Organization of Black Chem- 
ists and Chemical Engineers suggests the 
name_be changed to “Resource Centers for 
the Science of Engineering,” to remove the

The Centers would be rigorous in their pur- 
suit of excellence, and with substantial 
numbers of minority students and faculty, 
would provide an atmosphere conducive to 
integrated education.

A well-funded program. to increase the
